The physicians of the health board have 
no end of trouble in ascertaining how the 
malady was contracted. Every precau- 
tion has been tuken to prevent the spread 
of the cholera. The bedding of each pa- 
tient was burned and the premises thor- 
oughly fumigated. The mayor gave re- 
assuring replies to all questions and seem- 
ed to feel confident that the pest would 
make no appreciable headway. Dr. Bry- 
ant says the health department has two 
physicians at each house where sanitary 
pisnection has been made at each 
house suspected, Disinfectants have 
been thoroughly used and 4

The idea is 
to overwhelm and stamp out the disease 
in each house, as was done with the 
typhus upon its first appearance, That 
this could be done was successfully 
demonstrated in 1880. The two doctors 
now on duty in each infected house will 
remain there until the danger of a further 
outbreak has finally passed. 

The health officers fully believe that this 
will be before long. Other cases are expect- 
ed to develop from the scattered centers. of 
contagion,-but none in the same buildings. 
That is the way the health officers propose 
to drive the cholera from the city. Now it 
has got in and if the citizens l use rea- 
son and not get into a foolish and needless 
panic, they are sure that they will suc- 
ceed, though they by no means undervalue 
the 9 Everything is ready for an at- 
tack. The hospitals are in order and the 
proposed cholera camp site, of which is yet 
the department’s secret, can be occupied on 
the briefest notice. 

No Excitement Among the Doctors. 

There is no panic and no undue hurry at 
sanitary.

Charles McAvoy; who died at 879 Tenth 
avenue. He was a plasterer. The only 
possible clue may be found in the ‘state- 
ment that he had been working about the 
steamboat wharves, yet none of the pest 
ships had come up to ite wharf. He was 
seized with cramps in the legs on Monday 
evening, but felt better in the morning and 
went to bis work. At 11 o'clock in the 
forenoon he came home and said he was 
sick. He went to bed and had a fresh at- 
tack of the cramps. The pain extended to 
the abdomen aud kidneys and violent 
diarrhoea and vomiting followed. Dr. Rob- 
ert Desson diagnosed the case as Agiatic 
cholera and called Dr. H. Robinson in con- 
sultation. He confirmed the diagnosis. In 
the evening McAvoy died and the doctors 
notified the board of health. An autopsy 
was made upon McAvoy’s body and the 
house was disinfected as a measure of pre- 
caution. The resyit of the autopsy was 
declared by Dr. Biggs to be “Not at all 
suggestive of Asiatic cholera, while show- 
ing familiar symptoms of cholera morbus.

We have gone through a similar ex- 
perience in this country. A few years 
ago several large companies at the west 
went down, and in Massachusetts, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania numerous fail- 
ures have occurred in the past. It is 
now well understood by our people that 
building societies run a great risk when 
they expand their business too widely. 
The most successful societies, as a rule, 
are companies of a local character, man- 
aged by persons who have money in 
them, and who are well acquainted with 
the people they deal with. When such 
concerns grow too large for local and 
personal management, and employ num- 
erous salaried officials who have to deal 
with customers scattered over a wide 
area, the risks are greatly increased. The 
New York Commercial Bulletin, comment- 
ing on the English failures, says: 

Undoubtedly there could not well be a more 
desirable or safer mode of investment for the 
savings of working people than that which 
the building society system affords. In this 
eountry a great number of local societies for 
this purpose have gathered up the savings of 
millions of wage earners, and invested them 
in homes, especially in a few of the eastern 
states. The success of these local institutions 
has been remarkable as evidence of the finan- 
cial good sense displayed by the workingmen 
themselves, in the conduct of affairs with 
which they have personal acquaintance. In 
the great majority of cases the investments 
made by these local societies have been ju- 
@cious and safe. The companies have been 
as a rule economically and honorably man- 
aged. The results to the wage earners have 
been in a high degree advantageous. Multi- 
tudes have been stimulated by this system to 
save of their earnings mofe than they would 
otherwise have saved, and the opportunity for 
profitable investment has enabled very @nany 
to reach a position of comparative indepen- 
dence. But while such local organizations 
have generally prospered, and their influence 
has been remarkably good, there fiave grown 
up bere, as in Great Britain, other institu- 
tions of a more speculative character. The 
failure of such institutions, both in this bun- 
try and in Great Britain, justifies. the suspi- 
clon with which many of them have been 
regarded from the first by practical business 
men, and by the wage earners themselves. It 
may be presumed that the failures of these 
institutions are in a measure — the gen · 
eral embarrassment in finaiices Walch indus- 
trial depression has caused in Great tain. 
But if the institutions had been ‘rightly and 
wisely managed no tuch pressure as has yet 
occurred would have resulted tm failures 80 
important and significant. : 

It is well to have the lesson of this col 
lapse thoroughly understood. Fortunate- 
ly, we have very few building societies 
of a speculative character in the south. 
Our people are very conservative in bus- 
iness matters, and they have learned that 
it is never safe to invest money in a com- 
pany that promises a great, deal in return 
for a very little. The speculative con- 
cerns in the United States have been 
nearly all weeded out, and the strongest 
and soundest have survived. 


What Reciprocity Means. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
New York Times has been investigating 
the practical workings of reciprocity, and 
has obtained some facts and figures tend- 
ing to show that the administration's ex- 
periment with the South American coun- 
tries is an expensive one. 

According to President Harrison, after 
fifteen months of reciprocity, our exports 
to the countries with which we have 
reciprocity agreements have increased 
about 24 per cent. Our exports to Cuba 
have increased about 55 per cent. But 
when we take the United Kingdom with 
which we have no reciprocity, the figures 
are startling. The correspondent says: 

We increased our exports of corn $12,125,- 
867, or more than 66 per cent, In the same 
time, to the same countries, we increased our 
shipments of wheat $41,423,903, or nearly 66 
per cent. There was an increase of $13,469,- 
563 in wheat flour. In all these articles, the 
export of which is so important to the agri- 
culturists of this country, there was a loss of 


export to South America.

tain that the outlook is highly encourag- 
ing. The prompt, vigorous and decisive 
action of the authorities makes it plain 
that New York and other eastern cities 
will, if necessary, spend millions of dol- 
lars and employ military force to bar out 
the pestilence, when it comes from abroad, 
and they will exhaust all their medical 
skill and sanitary resources to stamp it 
out when it originates at home. 

New York is making a brave and a 
sensible fight. She conceals nothing. She 
lets the truth come out, and is so perfectly 
equipped that she feels able to check the 
epidemic before its ravages become 
serious. 3 

A general cleaning up is going on all 
over the country. The cholera will find 
very little to invite it and very little to 
prolong its stay in the United States. 
We may have a touch of it here and 
there, but there is nothing to excite alarm 
or cause a panic. 


An American Quality. 


With all their faults, the American peo- 
ple at least have the quality of pluck. 

Nothing downs them—nothing causes 
them to show the white feather—nothing 
ever throws them into an unreasoning 
spasm of fright. 

They are not recklessly defiant of dan- 
ger, but when it comes they meet it with 
a brave front. We are not speaking of 
war. All nations fight. We are speaking 
of that quality which enables men and 
women in the presence of a dreaded 
scourge in the shape of pestilence to be 
humane, sympathetic and ¢ourageous, 


Time and again in this country we have 


had epidemics of cholera and yellow 
fever. In the north more physicians and 
purses than were needed have always 


volunteered in cholera times, and in the

In New York as soon as it was known, 
two weeks ago, that several cholera ships 
were quarantined, doctors and nurses vol- 
unteered at once and went to work. More 
will be on hand when they are needed. 
This is thé American way. If the plague 
should rage in every state the sick would 
receive proper attention. There would 
be no exodus, no panic, such as they have 
had in Russia. 

In such emergencies our people do not 
lose their heads. They adopt every sen- 
sible safeguard, and at the same time 
they stand by the sufferers at any risk 
to themselves. After all, this is one of the 
best countries in the world to live in,

Addressed to Mayor Hemphill. 

Atlanta, Ga., September 13, 1802.—Hon. W. 
A. Hempbill, Mayor of the City of Atlanta, 
Ga. Dear Sir: In your communication of the 
25th of August last, relating to the terminal 
facilities of Atianta, you desired me to in- 
vestigate the ground and give the committee, 
of which you are chairman, my opinion as to 
what ought to be done to relieve the situation 
as to the union passenger depot and the grade 
crossing of the principal streets of the city. 

1 spent three days at the time your letter 
Was written in carefully examining the situa- 
tion and coliecting information bearing on 
the question. I conferred with some of the 
railroad officials and leading citizens of the 
city. Being unable at that time, og account 
of important engagements, to finish my ex- 
aminations and to obtain all the information 
required, I left the city. and returned ou 
Saturday last to complete the work and to 
write the report called for in your letter. 

‘ihe Growtu ol Atlanta. 

The climatic and commercial advantages of 
Atlauta have produced an extraordinary muni- 
cipal growth since the year 1870, the popula- 


on increasing in that time nearly five fold.

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The city has increased in about the same 
ratio in other features, which go to promote 
the prosperity aud to show the importance of 
acity. Some astonishing tigures are given me 
relating to the financial and industrial progress 
of the city in the last half of the last decade. 
The banking capital increased from $850,000 
to nearly $4,000,000. The deposits from 
$2,000,000 to over $7,000,000, It is estimated 
that the buildtmg and loan associations use a 
capital of between $2,000,000 and $38,000,000. 
The increase in assessed valuation of property 
in the twenty years from 1870 to 1890 is from 
$0,500,000 to over $20,000,000. The means of 
rapid transit by dummy and electric lines not 
nuly in the city proper, but to suburban dis- 
tricts, has rapidly increased in various direc- 
tions during the last few years. The whole- 
sale and retail business amounts to nearly 
$120,000,000 per annum. It is claimed that 
this city is the second largest horse and mule 
market in the world. The stock bandied in 
1889 amounted to 2,100 carloads, containing 
47,580 head, valued at $5,462,500. 

The extraordinary growth in manufactures 
gives us-one of the principle reasons why thie 
eity has gone forward steadily and without 
any falling away of values in times of recent 
depression elsewhere. In 1880 there were in 
the city 100 manufacturing establishments, 
employing a capital of $2,468,456 and 3,680 
hands with an output of about $5,000,000. In 
1800 the number of industries had increased 
to 585, the capital invested to $13,100,000, the 
hands employed to 12,949 and the annual out- 
put to $28,120,020. What is of great impor- 
tance is the variety of these establishments, 
Also the cheapness of some of the most im-

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stone and timber. 
Atlanta as a Terminal Point. 

Atlanta is a terminal point for a great net- 
work of rallroads extending from the city as a 
center in all directions. There are eleven rail- 
roads occupying a very inadequate and in- 
convenient union passenger station in the 
center of the city. This station is on ground 
owned by the state of Georgia and leased 
with other railroad property to the Western 
and Atlantic railroad for a term of twenty- 
nine years from December, 1800 Three other 
rn ga ger have also a proprietary interest in 
the station building—the Georgia railroad, 
the Atlanta and West Point and the Central 
Railroad of Georgia. These four companies re- 
ceive a rental for the use of this station from 
three tenant compaules, und there are four 
other companies which have not yet entered 
the union passenger station, but which de- 
sire entrance, 

The union station with its approaches is 

ted directly across three of the most im- 
portant busiuess streets of the city. The 
railroads divide the city into two distinct 
parts.

The Present Union Depot. 
Before discussing plans for relief from these 
grade crossings the situation of dhe union 
passenger station should be further explained. 
The entire length of the station is 367 feet, 
with a grade crossing immediately in front 
of each end of the station. The entire width 
available for tracks is about ninety-five feet 
with one track eutircly. outside, where an im-

cross several tracks eutering or leaving 
trains. The confusion and annoyance by this 
method of handling enger ess is ex- 
tremely great. In ng up trains it is neces- 
sary to leave space between the cars on one 
track in order that passengers may pass 
through to their standing on other 
tracks. This compels the locomotives, and 
even the postal and express cars, to stand 
outside an the west side of the street in the 
space between Pryor and Whit 
and there to receive and discharge postal 
express matter, exposed to the weather. 
may safely be said that mne station evil is 
sorpassed only by the grade crossing evil. 

ow to abate both at the same time is the 
1 „ gree question to consider. now. 

To remove the union station out of the 
center of the city might ameliorate the grade 
crossing conditions to some extent, but there 
would still be left many tracks through the 
city which would be almost constantly covered 
with moving trains and cars, which would be 
switched forward and back as now over all 
the crossings. Furthermore it may be laid 
down as sound rafiroad policy to obtain and 
maintain passenger and freight facilities as 
near the center of a city as sible, for the 
convenience both of the railroads and the 

ublic. The great railroad systems of Eng- 
and have spent millions to get into the very 
heart of London with their passenger and 
freight stations, and they are still at great 
expense enlarging some of these city stations. 
It is a mistaken Pee to retire the stations 
to the outskirts of the city, as has been done 
sometimes in this country. We should there- 
fore not think of moving the union passenger 
station away from its very desirable location. 

Proposed Plans of Relief. 

There can, therefore, be only two methods 
left of accomplishing our purpose. First, to 
place the streets over the tracks. Second, to 
place the tracks over the streets. 

As the first plan was adopted at Broad and 
Forsyth. streets, the two streets immediately 
west of the three under consideration, it would 
seem reasonable to suggest the same method 
at Whitehall, Pryor and Loyd streets, and 
until the situation was carefully examined I 
hold to this view. But the physical and 
property conditions make this pr — in my 
opinion impracticable, and the ffer greatly 
from those which existed at Broad and For- 
syth streets. One important physical condi- 
tion — Ae. impracticable, is the fact of 
the descen 55 22 of Pryor and Loyd 
streets immediately south of the station. The 
former falls about eight feet in 600, and the 
latter about five feet in 600. 

A viaduct with a street surface of twenty 
feet above the top of the rail, leaving sixteen 
feet clear head room underneath, and with a 
grade of 5 per cent—five feet in 100—would 
extend the approach 600 feet, or nearly to 
Hunter street. The height would be over 
fifteen feet at Alabama street, and this would 
require an approach to be built both ways in 
that street about three hundred feet long, 
which would certainly injure a great deal of 
valuable business property. The height of 
the approach opposite the. center of the Metro- 
politan hotel and the large business block 
2 would de About nineteen feet. On 
the north side the approach would be 300 
feet long, extending to Decatur street. The 
height of the roach in front of the main 
entrance of the Kimball house would be nine 


feet. 

The situation at Loyd street would be nearly 
as grave. The height of the approach in 
front of the Markham house would be about 
thirteen feet, and Wall street would be com- 
pletely cut off uniess side approaches. were 
built. The two side approaches, one from 
Pryor and one from Loyd, would overlap each 
other nearly three hundred feet, so that the 
entire street and the 8 on the north 
side of it would have to be raised. from ten 
to fifteen feet, and the same may be said of 
Wall street between Whitehall and Prror. 
On the south side the side approaches between 
Pryor and Loyd would overlap, requiring the 
entire block to be raised several feet. The 
situation at Whitehall street, while not as 
serious as at Pryor and Loyd streets, would 
be very damaging to the property on each 
approach of the viaduct. 

The Damage to Property. 

It would be difficult to form a close estimate 
of the damage to the property, but it would 
be a very large sum. The three viaducts 
with such long approaches would cost not less 
than $500,000, and, judging from the damages 
in other cities and the great value of the 
property affected here, the damage to property 
and the cost of raising it would not be less 
than from $1,700,000 to $2,000,000. To this 
estimate must of course be added the cost of a 
suitable union passenger station, which should 

be placed at less than ,000, making a 
a ae minimum cost of $2, * 
be made satisfactory.

The area that can be utilized for this joint 
freight station either in one large building or 
in several buildings and yards for each rnail- 
road is 240 feet wide and 600 feet long. The 
front for teams will be on Alabama street 
extended, which will go over the present track 
of the Central of Georgia and under the old 
“Monroe” track. On an average e of 
7 8-10 per cent with a level space arranged in 
front of the station for turning into the spaces 
between the buildings.

The plan proposed for a new union passenger 
station and for an entrance to it, and the 
construction of the proposed belt would make 
it possible and no doubt advisable, to arrange 
for a more extensive suburban business than 
there is at present. The double track ele- 
vated road on Loyd and the other streets 
above mentioned would about a mile in 
length. Stations like those of the New York 
elevated could be established. at E inter- 
vals for a city business, and the suburban 
business could be extended into the outlying 
districts. 

What the City Should Do.
